5. YOUR 0294 WAS VERY INTERESTING. WE AGREE WITH THE 
QUALIFIERS YOU PUT ON BOVIN, BUT WONDER IF WE REALLY HAVE

10. WE HAVE SENT YOU A CABLE ON THE QUESTION OF TRAVEL 
NOTE SUBMISSION IN KIEV. WE TOLD THE SOVIETS WE WOULD 
INCONVENIENCE THEM IN NEW YORK UNLESS OUR PROBLEMS ARE 
RESOLVED BY THE END OF THIS WEEK. WHILE WE AUTHORIZED 
YOU TO FOLLOW UP WITH MFA ON THIS POINT, WE ARE ALSO TRYING
